A £250 million boost for lo¬ 
cal transport, extending the 
Midland Metro route to Dud¬ 
ley and Merry Hill, has been 
hailed as a ‘game changer’ by 
the borough’s council leader. 

It followed the Prime Minister’s an¬ 
nouncement of plans for better trans¬ 
port links across the West Midlands 
in a bid to create thousands of jobs. 

Dudley Council leader Councillor Patrick 
Harley hailed the decision as ‘a real game 
changer’ for the borough, saying it would cre¬ 
ate thousands of jobs locally. 

On a visit to Birmingham on Monday The¬ 
resa May said the she hoped to see further falls 
in unemployment across the region as a result 
of the scheme. Despite unemployment contin¬ 
uing to fall in recent months, the regional rate 
is still among the highest in the UK at 5.5 per 
cent. 

Mrs May also said 
she was ‘optimistic’ 
that the region would 
be handed more pow¬ 
ers under a second 
devolution deal. 

The PM visited the 
EEF Technology Hub 
to meet apprentices 
with Chancellor Philip 
Hammond, Business 
Secretary Greg Clark 
and West Midlands 
Mayor Andy Street. 

Mr Street said via Twitter: “The extension 
of the Midland Metro from Wednesbury to 
Brierley Hill has been a long time coming. This 
announcement means Dudley and Brierley Hill 
will be connected to the rail network for the 
first time since the 1960s.” 

Dudley Council chief executive Sarah Nor¬ 
man took to social media to say: “This will be a 
massive boost to Dudley town and Brierley Hill 
with the Dudley section open in 2022, Brier¬ 
ley Hill in 2023. It will unlock over 30,000 new 
homes and 865,900sqm of commercial floor- 
space, accommodating nearly 35,000 jobs.” 

The £250m transport boost is seen as the 
first move in a second devolution deal for the 
region, which the West Midlands Combined Au¬ 
thority has been pushing for. 

Mrs May said: “We are already seeing, in the 
combined authority, in the Mayor, the differ¬ 
ence that having that devolution can bring.”

STOLEN DIGGER CRUSHES MECHANIC’S RESTORED CAR

A CAR enthusiast watched in horror as a sto¬ 
len 24-ton JCB digger wrecked his restored 
BMW. The 96-plate BMW was saved from 
a scrapyard just three months ago and had 
since been restored. 

Tyler Hambly, 25, has been left devastated 
after a thief ran over his pride and joy on 
Sunday evening. Mr Hambly, who lives on 
the Doultons Meadow estate in Netherton, 
said: “About half past six there was a massive 
raucous outside my home. 


“As I’ve looked out the window a stolen 
digger from the site nearby drove over my 
car. I was stood there thinking this can’t be 
happening. 

“It was about 20 to 30 seconds, it pushed 
the car, it was like he actually aimed for it. 
He pushed it about 20ft up the road and then 
crushed the end of it. 

The mechanic who works in Cradley Heath 
added: “I’m massive into my cars and I re¬ 
store old stuff and this I have just saved from 


the scrapyard. I bought it in August and I 
have spent the last three months fixing it all 
up.” 

The 24-ton vehicle, being used by build¬ 
ers working on the housing estate, smashed 
through a fence and then into the restored 
BMW. Following the incident a GoFundMe 
page was set up in a bid to raise money for 
the mechanic. 

Police arrested a 38-year-old man from 
Wolverhampton.

Work set to begin 
on £ 30 m university 

PLANS for a £30 million university for en¬ 
gineers in Dudley will soon get under way 
with surveying work to begin by April. 

Dudley College wants to offer degree 
level training in engineering, manufacturing 
and transport technology, providing skills 
needed by local firms. 

The college has revealed it wants to start 
site investigation work on the proposed lo¬ 
cation of the university at the town’s former 
railway station. 

A funding bid for £64,400 is expected 
to be approved by members of the Black 
Country LEP, paving the way for work to 
start this financial year. 

The centre will provide research and 
development laboratories to explore the 
future of transport, and aims to be open 
by 2021. 

Black Country Consortium chief execu¬ 
tive Sarah Middleton said: “This will provide 
specialist training facilities that respond di¬ 
rectly to the needs of local industry.”

Man fell to his death 
through rotten stairs 


A PENSIONER died after falling 
through a rotten staircase at his 
Black Country home and suffo¬ 
cating when landing face down, 
an inquest heard. 

Police officers discovered 67-year- 
old Mervyn Parkes’ body in his Crad- 
ley home after his cousin reported him 
missing. 

They entered the property on Hillcrest 
Avenue on October 31 where he was found 
face down, Black Country Coroner’s Court 
was told. 

Assistant coroner Laura Nash said his 
cause of death was down to ‘positional and 
traumatic asphyxia’, while hypothermia 
was also a contributing factor. 

His cousin, who was his only close liv¬ 
ing relative, called police after she had not 
heard from him in a while. 

Mr Parkes, born in Stourbridge, lived on 
his own and was retired. 

Police found he had fallen through a 
rotten staircase and believed his body had 
been there for some time, said Ms Nash. 

Ladders 

She commented how officers had de¬ 
scribed his house as being in an unkempt 
condition. 

Mr Parkes had been using a set of step 
ladders as a result of the rotten staircase, 
the inquest heard. 

Ms Nash said: “On the balance of proba¬ 
bility I put his cause of death as accidental. 
His cause of death is down to positional and 
traumatic asphyxia and hypothermia. 

“Police attended his address after his 
cousin raised concern that she had not 
heard from him for a while. 

“Police could see on arrival circum¬ 
stances that he had fallen through a rotten 
staircase. 

His landing position meant he suffocated 
and could not breathe. 

Hypothermia, a medical emergency 
when the body loses heat quicker than it 
can create it, also contributed to his death, 
the court was told.

Cannabis is 
found during 
crackdown 
on illicit cigs 


A CANNABIS farm was discovered in 
Dudley during a crackdown on the sale 
of illegal tobacco. 

A haul of more than 50,000 illegal 
or counterfeit cigarettes, as well as the 
surprise find of around 1,000 cannabis 
plants, were seized during raids by Dud¬ 
ley Council’s trading standards team 
and West Midlands Police using trained 
tobacco detection dogs. 

In the joint operation, the raids were 
carried out at properties in Dudley, 
Brierley Hill and Halesowen, along with 
a routine inspection in Stourbridge. At 
three properties they discovered tobacco, 
while at the Dudley premises three floors 
of cannabis plants were found. 

Councillor Peter Miller, cabinet 
member for health and wellbeing, said: 
“Through joint operations with part¬ 
ners and our own investigations we are 
working hard to stop the sale of illegal 
cigarettes. While our day of action was 
targeted at finding illegal tobacco, at 
one of the properties a large number of 
cannabis plants were found, which the 
police are investigating. 

“Selling illegal tobacco is a crime and 
offenders need to know that they will 
face consequences. While all smoking 
is harmful, illegal tobacco is sold at low 
prices and without necessary health 
warnings which makes it easier for 
young smokers to get hooked.” 

Police plea on 
violent robbery 

POLICE are investigating a vicious 
crime last week when a 64-year-old man 
was tied up with wire and attacked dur¬ 
ing a robbery at a Lower Gornal pub. 

Two masked men forced their way 
into the Black Bear pub in Deepdale 
during the early hours of Sunday, No¬ 
vember 12.. 

They pushed their way into the pub 
after the owner went to investigate a 
noise. One of the men is believed to have 
threatened the man with a gun, while 
the other held a scalpel-like instrument. 

The man was severely assaulted, tied 
with wires and put into a cabinet, before 
the men made off with a quantity of cash 
between 3am and 4am. 

Police are continuing to investigate 
and anyone with information is asking 
to call police on 101.

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Footballing 
fraudster has 
been shown 
the red card 

THE final whistle has been blown on 
a footballing fraudster who netted 
more than £14,000 in disability bene¬ 
fits despite banging in goals on a Sun¬ 
day morning. 

Gary ‘Gaz’ Wilson was told he had 
avoided jail ‘by the narrowest of mar¬ 
gins’ when he was before the court for 
sentencing. 

He racked up cash in Disability 
Living Allowance and Employment 
Support Allowance while at the same 
time, during November 2012 and May 
last year, the 30-year-old ‘prolific’ 
striker from Bilston was turning out 
for Sunday league teams. 

But the Department for Work and 
Pensions (DWP) cried foul after film¬ 
ing him playing. 

Father-of-four Wilson, who once 
had a pro contract at Newcastle 
United, admitted two counts of ben¬ 
efit fraud as he had failed to inform 
the DWP his condition had improved. 

His claims were not deemed false 
in the beginning and Walsall Magis¬ 
trates Court heard he still suffered 
from back and hip problems. 

Magistrates handed him an 18- 
week prison sentence suspended for 
two years. 

Wilson, of St Chads Road , was also 
ordered to pay £135 costs and adhere 
to a three-month curfew. 

He has so far paid back around 
£4,700 of the £14,568.63 that he was 
not entitled to. 

£24k for Albion 
skipper's medal 

A GOLD medal awarded to former 
West Bromwich Albion captain Jesse 
Pennington sold for £24,000 at auc¬ 
tion - three times the sum expected. 

The West Bromwich-born left back, 
affectionately known as ‘Peerless 
Pennington’, was 36 when he led the 
Baggies to their historic first league 
title in 1920. 

Before the sale at Graham Budd 
Auctions, Mr Pennington’s Football 
League title medal had been expected 
to sell for between £6,000 and £8,000. 
It was the most valuable item among 
50 of his mementoes, including med¬ 
als, caps and gold pocket watch, which 
sold for a total of £82,870. 

The 1920 FA Charity Shield medal 
sold for £6,500, the 1911-1912 FA Cup 
runners-up medal fetched £7,000.

Officer used a taxi to pursue crooks 


A POLICE officer Tasered a burglary suspect, while 
another suspect was arrested at gunpoint during an 
incident in Stourbridge. 

The officers had been called to reports of a bur¬ 
glary in Park Street when the drama unfolded at 
10.15pm on Saturday. 

West Midlands Police said an officer made her 
way through the front door of the property and into 
a corridor where she came face to face with a man 
who pointed what is believed to have been a gun 
at her. 

She identified herself as a police officer but the 
suspect held the gun at chest height. Then, as the 
officer backed out of the house, the suspect escaped 
with a number of others. 


But the officer was not giving up, on hearing from 
passers-by that thee gang had escaped in a car she 
commandeered a taxi to follow them. 

The led to her deploying the electro-shock weapon 
when one of the gang failed to comply with her in¬ 
structions, while more officers arrived and arrested 
two other suspects. 

An hour later, armed police arrested another sus¬ 
pect at gunpoint on Stourbridge High Street. 

Officers are currently searching for the firearm 
and have examined a vehicle that was recovered, 
while specialist teams are carrying out searches. 

Chief inspector Jack Hadley praised the female of¬ 
ficer and said: “The officer demonstrated outstand¬ 
ing courage and professionalism to single-handedly 


pursue these armed suspects in the correct manner. 
I am extremely impressed with her dogged commit¬ 
ment and tenacity.” 

A man aged 19 was arrested on suspicion of pos¬ 
sessing a firearm with intent to cause fear of vio¬ 
lence. 

Another man, aged 21 was arrested on suspicion 
of burglary, while a third, aged 17 and from Stour¬ 
bridge, was held on suspicion of burglary and carry¬ 
ing a bladed weapon. The fourth, a 17-year-old girl, 
was arrested on suspicion of burglary. 

All four were being questioned by police..

Mother warns reckless 
motorists to slow down

THINK before you get behind the 
wheel. Think of all the lives you could 
ruin.’ 

Those are the words a mother whose son 
was lucky to survive a crash which left him 
in a three-week coma. 

Nadine Plimmer, from Netherton, has issued 
the stark warning after her son Ryan, 22, suffered 
life-changing injuries following the crash earlier 
this year. 

His friend, wo was driving, was sent to prison for 
dangerous driving. 

The 52-year-old mother, who now has to care 
for Ryan full-time, said: “My message to drivers 
is think before you act. Think of the consequences 
before you get behind the wheel. 

“Think of all the lives you will ruin. It is not just 
the people in the car but their family and friends.” 

Her message comes as part of Road Safety Week, 
organised by charity Brake, which aims to promote 
awareness of road safety. 

Ryan was a passenger in a car driven by Timo¬ 
thy Pascall, who was doing speeds of 83mph in a 
30 limit on the wrong side of the road before the 
crash in Halesowen Road, Netherton, on March 19 
around 5am. 

The car - a stolen black Corsa - was travelling 
so fast it snapped a telegraph pole off at the base 
before crashing into a canal. 

Bleeding 

Fellow passengers Lauren Lunn and Courtney 
Miller were seriously hurt while Pascall himself 
escaped injury. 

Ryan was in hospital for six weeks after being air¬ 
lifted to Queen Elizabeth Hospital in Birmingham 
with severe injuries. A main artery in his heart had 
been ripped and he suffered a fractured skull and a 
bleed on his brain. He ruptured his bladder, broke 
his collar bone, femur and arm, damaged his pelvis 
and suffered bleeding to the lungs. 

Ryan was bound to a wheelchair after he came 
out of hospital, but his condition gradually im¬ 
proved and he moved to a walking frame and now 
is on crutches. 

Nadine says her son will recover from the acci¬ 
dent in time but he will never be the same again. 
He had to quit his job as a result of his injuries. 


She said: “I think that must have been the worst 
day of my life on the day of the crash. I got a knock 
on the door at 6.40am by a police liaison officer who 
asked if I was Ryan Plimmer’s mum. You start to 
think of the worst. He said ‘your son has been in¬ 
volved in a serious crash’.” 

Ryan bares scars as a result of his injuries. He 
needed a total of six operations and doctors say he 
may need a hip replacement in the future. 


Pascall hurtled towards a hump back bridge on 
Halesowen Road before the crash. 

The Corsa, which was on false plates and had 
been stolen from Leamington a week earlier, ca¬ 
reered across the road before crashing. 

Pascall was handed a five-year jail sentence in 
June after pleading guilty to aggravated vehicle 
taking and causing serious injury by dangerous 
driving to both Ryan Plimmer and Courtney Miller.

An ambulance spokeswoman said: 
“When call assessors in our control 
room received 999 calls reporting a 
collision between a lorry and a push¬ 
chair, they feared the worst. Whilst 
ambulance staff found no other ap¬ 
parent injuries, they took the decision 
to convey the girl to Birmingham Chil¬ 
dren’s Hospital with her mum.”

£284k raised at 
seized car auction 

TWENTY three BMWs and 17 Audis 
were are among 180 seized vehicles 
which have been sold at auction by 
West Midlands Police. 

The haul has raised £284,480 for 
the force and included one vehicle sold 
for £19,700. 

Not all cars seized by the police 
were sold at auction, with 4,740 so far 
sent for crushing this year. 

In total 8,091 have been seized from 
the roads in 2017, most for being un¬ 
insured. 

The vehicles seized are part of a 
crackdown by police on uninsured 
and unlicensed drivers over the past 
12 months.

Life sentence for father 
who murdered children

A KILLER father who smothered his 
young children with a petrol-soaked 
rag and then tried to kill his wife in a 
gas explosion at their home has been 
jailed for life. 

Endris Mohammed must serve a mini¬ 
mum 33 years for the murder of son Saros, 
eight, and daughter Leanor, six, as the judge 
told him: “You deliberately snuffed out their 
young lives.” 

The 47-year-old also 
tried to murder his 
partner, Penil Tekle- 
haimanot, by setting 
fire to the family home 
in Hamstead, Great 
Barr, and puncturing 
the gas pipes. But the 
fire didn’t take hold 
and Ms Teklehaimanot 
was woken by a smoke 
alarm. 

Mohammed - who 
originally came to 
the UK from Ethio¬ 
pia - had denied the 
murders, claiming di¬ 
minished responsibil¬ 
ity allegedly caused by a depressive disorder. 

But Mr Justice Andrew Gilbart said: “You de¬ 
signed to kill all three.” 

Passing sentence at Birmingham Crown Court, 
Mr Justice Gilbart told Mohammed: “This country 
has a long proud history of welcoming those from 
abroad who flee from persecution. Both of you had 
done so, and established your lives here in Birming¬ 
ham, along with your two children. 

“However that secure and apparently happy fam¬ 
ily life was destroyed by you.” 

The Judge said the children had trusted their 
father and were enjoying a half-term ‘sleepover’ 
downstairs at the house. “You repaid their trust in 
you by killing them,” he added. 

Mohammed smothered the two children with a 
petrol-soaked rag before starting a blaze. 

The kitchen cooker was dislodged, leaking gas 
into the home, the back door locked and the key 


tossed onto the front lawn, denying the family any 
chance of escape, prosecutor Mr Jonas Hankin QC 
had told the court. 

The bodies of the children were pulled from the 
house as it went up in flames by their mother and a 
neighbour, before being placed on the garden. 

The trial heard how little Leanor was briefly re¬ 
vived at the scene but died later in hospital. 

Mohammed was driving on the M6 as neigh¬ 
bours and paramedics battled to save his children, 
with his taxi later set on fire 40 miles away in New¬ 
castle-under-Lyme, Staffordshire. 

The killer was found on the ground next to the 


vehicle with serious burns and spent three months 
in hospital. 

He fled in his Uber cab after killing Saros and 
Leanor in Holland Road on October 28 last year. 

The taxi driver, who has set his car alight on the 
night of the killings, had admitted smothering his 
children. 

Mohammed claimed he had decided to end his 
life over money worries but police found they could 
live off his wife’s earnings as a care worker. 

Mohammed was found guilty of two counts of 
murder and one of attempted murder after a two- 
week trial and will be 80 before he gets out of jail.

Grass is cut 
and weeds 
go in council 
green boost 

COUNCIL bosses are set to pump 
£500,000 into green care over the 
next two years, giving a boost to 
parks and open spaces. 

Dudley Council has invested 
£150,000 this financial year and is 
proposing to spend a further £350,000 
next year. 

Councillor Karen Shakespeare, 
cabinet member for environmental 
services, said the move is to reverse 
cuts which were made under the last 
administration, run by Labour. 

She said: “We are investing £150,00 
this financial year which will allow us 
to reinstate grass cutting at 125 sites 
and focus on weed removal on our 
highways. We are proposing a package 
of measures totalling £350,000 next fi¬ 
nancial year to improve maintenance 
of our parks and open spaces. 

“We have listened to our residents 
and this proposed programme will im¬ 
prove overall standards of green care 
maintenance, restoring community 
pride and making the borough a more 
attractive, appealing place to live.” 

In September, it was revealed that 
the local authority had slashed its 
budget on grass-cutting services by 
£50,000 to make savings. But this 
move is reversing that measure. 

A Dudley Council report high¬ 
lighted how, for an urban authority, 
the Dudley borough is ‘enriched with 
green space’. 

Around 38 square miles of green 
space exists in the borough. Around 
30 per cent of this is made up of parks, 
nature reserves and open space looked 
after by the council’s Green Care 
team. Among areas improved is grass¬ 
land in a cul-de-sac on the Northway 
in Sedgley. 

Woman sees off 
bogus salesmen 

AN elderly woman whacked a pair of 
bogus callers with her stick when she 
suspected they were trying to trick 
their way into her home. 

Two people approached the prop¬ 
erty on Fullbrook Road, in The 
Delves, trying to sell gold, but having 
been targeted before the woman ques¬ 
tioned the culprits. 

She rebuffed them with her stick 
when one of the suspects put his foot 
in the doorway. 

West Midlands Police said it was 
now investigating after the woman 
reported the incident to them. It hap¬ 
pened at around 2.30pm on November 
10. Neighbourhood officers have been 
on the lookout for suspicious callers. 

Anyone with information which 
could help the inquiry should call po¬ 
lice on 101.

Only five 
weeks left 
to save the 
green belt 

CAMPAIGNERS have warned there 
is ‘only five weeks’ to save Halesow¬ 
en’s countryside from being built on 
with new homes and industries. 

A total of 22,000 properties and 300 
hectares marked for industrial use are 
needed to meet the region’s growing 
population by 2036, according to a 
strategy document. 

Halesowen Abbey Trust believes 
Halesowen’s rural areas will be the 
main target for developments un¬ 
less Dudley Council steps in before a 
‘green built review’ in January. 

Mick Freer, head of the trust, said: 
“This is the most serious threat that 
I have experienced in my 40 years of 
volunteering for conservation.” 

The shortage of homes and indus¬ 
tries have been identified as part of 
the Black Country Core Strategy, 
a planning document drawn up by 
Dudley, Sandwell, Walsall and Wol¬ 
verhampton councils. 

Mr Freer believes 6,000 homes and 
75 hectares of industry will be found 
in the Dudley borough - around a 
quarter of the overall total - with 
many in and around Halesowen. 

Regeneration 

Paul Mountford, head of planning 
and regeneration, said a ‘green built 
review’ is likely to start in January, 
where planners will identify potential 
sites. But Dudley Council has con¬ 
firmed no land has been identified so 
far. 

Mr Freer said: “If the councillors 
want to protect our countryside, they 
must instruct the planners to stop the 
contractors from searching for sites in 
our countryside. They have a maxi¬ 
mum of five weeks to do so.” 

He claimed that areas at risk in¬ 
clude Lapal, Coombeswood, Grange 
Hill, Hayley Green, Lutley, Oldnall 
and Foxcote. 

Dudley Council leader Patrick Har¬ 
ley said: “It is far too early to talk 
about specific locations. No firm deci¬ 
sions have been made.” 

Commuters can 
help stop suicides 

A CAMPAIGN has been launched 
urging people to intervene to help 
prevent railway suicides. 

Commuters in the West Midlands 
have been asked to take part in the 
new suicide prevention campaign on 
the railways. This would involve them 
spotting vulnerable people and talk¬ 
ing to them to interrupt their suicidal 
thoughts.

Aircraft overshoots runway and crashes

TWO elderly men escaped serious in¬ 
jury when the light aircraft they were 
flying in overshot a runway, ploughed 
through two hedges and crossed over 
a road before coming to a halt in a 
field. 

A wing was ripped off the plane 
in the incident,, which happened at 
Halfpenny Green Airport, near Bob- 
bington, at about 11.40am last Thurs¬ 
day. 

The Piper Warrior plane is thought 
to have been landing when the dra¬ 
matic accident happened. 

Airport firefighters were on the 


scene almost immediately. An am¬ 
bulance, a paramedic officer and the 
Midlands Air Ambulance from Cos- 
ford with a trauma doctor and critical 
care paramedic were all rushed to the 
scene. 

A West Midlands Ambulance Ser¬ 
vice spokesman said: “The aircraft 
overshot runway 16, went through a 
hedge, over Water Lane and through 
another hedge coming to rest in a 
field. 

“The left side wing was ripped off 
in the accident,” said the spokesman. 
“Thankfully, neither of the occupants 


were seriously hurt and both were 
able to get out of the aircraft. 

“One man had suffered cuts and 
bruises plus a laceration to his head. 
After assessment by the doctor, he 
was taken to New Cross Hospital, 
Wolverhampton, by land ambulance 
as a precaution. 

“The other man had a minor facial 
injury and chose not to go to hospital. 

“Considering what had happened 
to the aircraft, both men got away re¬ 
markably unscathed.” 

Nearby Water Lane was closed 
while the incident was dealt with.

It will add to the list of eateries in 
the town centre, including various 
curry restaurants and the Delightful 
Desserts shop that recently opened. 

The pub, which originally served 
as a courthouse, was due to go up 
for auction earlier this year but was 
bought beforehand. 

Catch a comedy

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A ROBBER who threatened a taxi 
driver with a knife in Dudley be¬ 
fore attacking police officers who 
tracked him down has been jailed 
for 11 years 

Khaleel Hart demanded £80 from the 
driver after being dropped off in Maple 
Road, Wrens Nest, a court heard. 

The attack happened on February 1 this year 
on the estate in Dudley. Police were alerted to 
the robbery following an emergency call. 

Within an hour police officers were able to 
trace the 22-year-old robber, at the Station 
Hotel, Castle Hill. When 
they arrived, police say 
Hart became aggressive. 
A court was told that 
during a struggle he 
assaulted four officers 
before he was taken into 
custody. 

Detective Constable 
Dave Laver, of West 
Midlands Police, said he 
welcomed the sentence. 
He also praised the vic- 
Khaleel Hart tim’s bravery in calling 
police with a good description, enabling the 
arrest to happen soon after. 

He said: “This was a horrifying experience 
for the taxi driver. He was simply going about 
his normal line of work. Officers were able to 
quickly establish where Hart may be and were 
able to arrest him within an hour.” 

Substancial 

“We remain committed to tackling crime 
involving weapons. This substantial sentence 
should serve as a strong warning about the 
risks of carrying a weapon. 

“He showed a complete disregard for officers 
with his violent behaviour against those who 
seek to protect the public and uphold the law.” 

Hart, of no fixed address, was convicted of 
robbery after a hearing at Wolverhampton 
Crown Court. He had also been sentenced to 
four months for the assaults at a previous court 
hearing.

Art price 
is manic 
Mundi for 
collector 

WE’VE all been there at some time or oth¬ 
er. You put a few quid away each month, 
build yourself a nice little nest egg, and 
then the mid-life crisis beckons. 

It’s just the way life goes. One minute 
you don’t have two pennies to rub togeth¬ 
er, then suddenly you think to yourself 
“I’ve got a spare £360 million knocking 
about in the bank earning a paltry interest 
rate, I think I will spend it on a picture for 
the dining room instead.” 

Well that’s what seems to have hap¬ 
pened for one person at least. Last week, 
a tatty and not-particularly attractive 
painting that might be by Leonardo Da 
Vinci, fetched a staggering 450 million 
dollars at Chris¬ 
ties in New York. 
That’s £360 million 
in real money. 

Now, I’m the 
first to admit I 
know nothing 
about fine art. 
When it comes to 
the masters, I’m a 
Salvator Mundi, or card-carrying phil- 
saviourof the world istine. I mean, The 
Mona Lisa? Yes, 
it’s better than I can do, but most things 
are. What differentiates that from, say, the 
work of a good art college lecturer? 

Some years ago, I saw the celebrat¬ 
ed paintings of Dudley by J W M Turner, 
which used to hang in the town’s art gal¬ 
lery before it closed. I suppose I ought to 
say what an uplifting and enriching expe¬ 
rience it was, but to be honest I thought 
they were a bit of a mess. 

I certainly prefer the work of Black 
Country artist, and all-round nice guy, 
Graham Colbourne. But while Turner’s 
works are priceless treasures, Graham 
donates his to local charities. Yet even 
among those in the know, the £360m 
painting has received a distinctly luke¬ 
warm reaction. 

Jason Farago, of the New York Times 
called it “a proficient but not especial¬ 
ly distinguished religious picture from 
turn-of-the-16th-century Lombardy, put 
through a wringer of restorations.” 

What does interest me, though, is that 
in 1958 the same picture sold for £45, or 
just under a grand when you allow for in¬ 
flation. Back then, it was not thought to 
be by Da Vinci, so the inflated price is 
solely about who painted it, rather than 
any merit it might possess. 

Which is just as well, because if I want¬ 
ed that on my wall, I would not be cross¬ 
ing the Atlantic with my chequebook. I 
would cut the print out of the catalogue, 
and head down to Wilko for a frame.

LINDER the headline “CofE to allow boys to 
wear dresses,” the latest Private Eye magazine 
pokes fun at the Church of England which has 
suggested children should be able to “try out 
the many cloaks of identity,” with little boys 
being allowed to wear tutus and girls to wear 


tool belts if they wish. The Eye makes the point 
that CofE clergy are regularly seen in elaborate 
“non-gender” vestments. This surely rings a bell 
with older Eye readers who recall a classic 1986 
front cover during the furious debate on female 
ordination. It showed three smiling bishops in 
their magnificent flowing robes with the caption: 
“Who needs women priests when they’ve got 
us?” 

I WATCHED The Boy with the Topknot 
(BBC2), Sathnam Sanghera’s tale of growing 
up in Wolverhampton in a family stalked by 
mental illness. Later, I picked up the copy of 
his book he presented to me nine years ago. In 
the acknowledgments he noted: “I would like to 
thank Peter Rhodes ... for giving me my first 
break in journalism.” I’m proud of helping this 
gifted young writer to get started in his career 
although, to be honest, I can’t recall doing much 
more than offering a few tips. The real leap for¬ 
ward in Sathnam Sanghera’s life came from 
something once available to millions of bright 
working-class kids. A grammar-school educa¬ 
tion. 

FASCINATING to see Theresa May “locking 
in” the timing of Britain leaving the EU by writing 
the departure date into law. I seem to recall that 
the timing of general elections was locked into 
law, setting them at five-yearly intervals, until 
Mrs May thought a snap election would be a 
good idea. When politics is involved, there ain’t 
a legal lock that can’t be picked. 

HOWARDS End. That’s the correct title. No 
apostrophe. I can’t explain it either. Nor can I 
explain why a TV series has been made when 
a perfectly fine movie of Howards End already 
exists.

Why do we always hear ‘there’s a lot of 
bad ‘uns out there’? Yes I am sure that is 
the case but there are also a lot of good 
‘uns as well, so let’s hear more about 
them instead. 

It is a shame that sometimes it does 
take something bad to happen to really 
show the true character of people. 

Often the people you think will be there 
by your side disappear into thin air, but 
maybe somebody you feel you hardly 
know, or don’t know at all, goes above 
and beyond. 

And with all the awful atrocities this 
year, somewhere, among all the tragedy 
and sadness, there are tales of heroism, 
kindness, on both a small and major 
scale.

With two children 
in the back of the car she quickly pulled 
onto the hard shoulder and rang for help. 

The highway patrol turned up to advise 
and luckily she had breakdown cover. 

So it was a case of waiting, probably 
for the best part of an hour, on the hard 
shoulder. As advised they got out of the 
car and stood outside. 

It was cold, windy and wet and trying 
to keep two children warm and a two- 
year-old from straying into danger is no 
mean feat as the cars race by. She called 
us from the roadside, scared and cold. 

Cars sped past but one kind man pulled 
over and offered her drinks and crisps for 
the kids and a coat to keep them warm. 

It probably cost him next to nothing but 
the difference that made to the situation 
was immense. When she safely arrived 
at her mum’s after having her car towed 
there, she called us to say all was fine. 

And the thing she most remembered 
was not the fear and cold but the fact 
that somebody had stopped to help. A 
little kindness, a lasting memory. 

Her mum put something on Facebook, 
and I hope he saw it, or somebody who 
knows him told him, as he deserves 
praise for what he did. 

OK you might say a small gesture - 
crisps and drinks don’t cost a lot - but for 
those few minutes the situation changed 
from despair to a warm glow at some¬ 
body’s kindness. So you see, there are a 
lot of good people out there.

Art should be on show 

READERS have no doubt seen the reports about the 
Brooke Robinson collection which now has no home due 
to the closure of Dudley Art Gallery and may wonder who 
he was. Brooke Robinson was a wealthy solicitor who was 
MP for Dudley for 20 years. On his death in 1911 he willed 
the sum of £30,000 for his collection of paintings, furniture 
and artefacts to be displayed. As this was a vast sum of 
money at the time, his widow and the trustees decided the 
money would be used to build the Brooke Robinson Me¬ 
morial Hall which we now call the Town Hall, a coroners’ 
court and also an art museum. 

To do this required an act of Parliament, the Brooke 
Robinson Museum Charity Scheme Confirmation Act 
1919. Under a deed of covenant the trustees and Dudley 
Council would maintain the exhibits and display them for 
the people of Dudley. So for all Mr Robinson gave to Dud¬ 
ley borough he asked only for space for his collection to be 
displayed, which it was before being shut away until 1981 
when it was found a home in the art gallery.

Chris, aged 22, who died on October

who is expecting their son Chris Jun¬ 
ior in January. 

Sarah, from Oldbury, said: “I think 
it is amazing how many people came 
out. It is overwhelming. Chris would 
be proud.” 

A football tournament, tombola 
and a bouncy castle for children were 
among the activities held during the 
community event on Saturday. The 
day was held to raise money for Chris’ 
funeral, which is on November 29. 

Chris’ mother Pauline Room, 47, 
from Netherton, was taken back by 
the amount of people who turned up 
to support their family. 

She said: “I didn’t know Chris knew 
so many people to be honest. The day 
has been held in memory of Chris and 
to help raise funds for his funeral. All 
the community have helped put to it.” 

A fundraising page was set up in 
the wake of his death to support his 
family. The target was £3,000, but it 
was surpassed within a week and now 
stands at more than £4,300. 

An inquest opened last week heard 
Mr Brookes left his friends after a 
night out and was later found in the 
bus lane after apparently falling.

infestation and any disease caused by 
it. There is no evidence of anyone suf¬ 
fering as a result of buying anything 
that had been infested.” 

Health inspectors swooped on A and 
B News Convenience and Off Licence 
after receiving a complaint from a 
customer. They discovered the couple 
were selling ‘unsafe’ items of food, 
including five packets of Wotsits, a 
packet of cheese and onion flavoured 
Squares and coconut ring biscuits. 

Mouse droppings on shelves, coun¬ 
ters and the floor were found, there 
was no pest control in place or food 
hygiene training, the court heard. 

The couple were ordered to close 
the Poole Crescent shop and shut for a 
week to get rid it of the rodents. 

Baljit Purewal, 41, said the shop 
‘got a bit neglected’ for a few days. 

Both of Poole Crescent, Coseley, 
they admitted five counts on food 
safety and hygiene and were each 
fined £560, plus £56 victim surcharge 
and £638.67 costs.

VC war hero's grave is 
the last to be repaired 


THE grave of a Zulu War 
hero will be one of the last 
to be restored by The Victo¬ 
ria Cross Trust due to lack 
of funding. 

Colour Sergeant Anthony 
Booth’s grave at St Mi¬ 
chael’s Church, in Brierley 
Hill, was initially thought to 
have been attacked by van¬ 
dals in August this year. 

More than £3,000 was 
raised in just a few days to 
help fund the restoration 
of it after an appeal was 
launched by the trust, which 
relies solely on donations. 

It was later revealed that 
the grave may have been 
accidently damaged during 
churchyard maintenance by 
Dudley Council. 

The damage was discov¬ 
ered by Zulu War historian 
Jonathan Graham, who 
had visited the grave to 
take photographs, and he 
reported it to the VC Trust.

rammed 

in 17-mile 


pursuit 


A THUG rammed a police car during a 17- 
mile high-speed chase in a stolen van while 
swigging beer at the wheel, a court heard.

Police tried to stop Scott 
in Duncan Edwards Way, 
Dudley, but he rammed one 
of the police cars. The van 
finally stopped in Cinder 
Bank. 

Scott refused to take a 
breath test. He had 21 pre¬ 
vious convictions involving 
52 separate offences to do 
with vehicles. 

Mr Daniel White, defend¬ 
ing, conceded: “He has had 
difficulties with drink and 
drugs.” 

Scott from Severn Road, 
Colley Gate, admitted dan¬ 
gerous driving and failing to 
answer bail. 

Judge Barry Berlin told 
him: “This was an utterly 
shocking piece of driving 
that put the police, other 
road users, your passengers 
and yourself at risk.” 

Scott will also face a five 
year driving ban on his re¬ 
lease.

Insurance industry 
professional in court 
over 13 false claims 


AN insurance worker who used her industry knowledge 
to defraud companies out of more than £19,000 has 
avoided jail. 

Rachel Shoer, aged 42, from Century Way, Halesowen, 
used fake names to set-up false insurance policies. She 
made 13 fraudulent claims over seven years, Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court was told. 

Investigators from the City of London Police discov¬ 
ered that Shoer followed a pattern of taking out a pol¬ 
icy with a different insurer every year under a different 
name. 

She admitted that because of her terrible claims his¬ 
tory under her real name she was unable to take out 
home insurance and used false details to ensure she 
could receive insurance cover. Between 2009 and 2016, 
Shoer’s fraudulent claims included multiple times where 
she used original pictures from her own wedding and 
40th birthday to make claims on an engagement ring. 

She had held a range of positions working in the in¬ 
surance industry, and worked as an underwriter for an 
insurer during the time she was making the claims. 

Shoer was given a 15-month sentence, suspended for 
two years, and a 20-hour community order after she 
pleaded guilty to making numerous false claims.

Firm is fined £390k after 
welder crushed by cylinder 


A FIRM has been fined £390,000 and told to pay £24,000 
costs after a welder was crushed by a 2.8 ton cylinder. 

Andrew King was known to be doing a potentially dangerous job 
when disaster struck but The Angle Ring Company had not prepared a 
risk assessment for it, Wolverhampton Crown Court heard. 

The 36-year-old was using a propane lamp to weld plates onto the cylinder 
when it tipped forward and fell on him at the Broomfield Road, Tipton works on 

November 11 2014. It fractured his left 
leg in three places and lacerated the 
right leg. The injuries could have been 
worse if a post had not inadvertently 
halted the cylinder and prevented its 
full weight landing on him. 

Mr King, who had worked at the 
firm for four years, said: “I shouted 
for help and felt blood inside by welder 
visor.” 

He was off work for nine months 
and is still suffering psychologically.

The firm, which had a previous 
health and safety breach conviction, 
pleaded guilty to failing to ensure the 
health and welfare of an employee. 
Judge Barry Berlin said: “Mr King 
could have been killed.”

They're still in the Mode 


Depeche Mode, Arena Birmingham 

WHAT a strange long road it’s been for 
Depeche Mode, from perky 80s synth kids 
to gnarly rock gods of the 21st century, and 
their army of fans has kept on growing. 

With the Brum mega-venue full to capac¬ 
ity and covering quite an age range, it’s a 
testament to the dark melodic appeal of the 
Mode that they still feel vital and current 
whilst many of their ‘80s contemporaries 
rely on the nostalgia circuit. 

The original Essex trio of singer Dave 
Gahan, singer-guitarist Martin L Gore 
and keyboardist Andy Fletcher have been 
augmented into a five-piece band, who put 
on performance that packed a punch, if let 
down somewhat by the staging. 

A video wall that spent some of the night 
in darkness, also leaving a gantry where 
Gahan strutted his stuff in shadows, meant 
that those at the back of the venue must 
have had to peer hard to catch a glimpse of 
the group through the dry ice haze. 

But they will have heard them loud and 
clear with a powerhouse performance of 
songs spanning four decades, right up to 
and including this year’s album Spirit, their 
14th studio album. 

Oddly the new album only contributed 


three songs to the two-hour gig, includ¬ 
ing opener Going Backwards, but perhaps 
that’s because the band have such a huge 
back catalogue to choose from. 

Tattooed front man Gahan was in fine 
form, pirouetting and preening, in constant 
motion and exercising that resonant mellow 
vocal. He’s grown distinctly Johnny Depp- 
like as he’s got older, can rock a waistcoat 
like no other and his supple moves make 
him a walking advert for the benefits of 
yoga. 

He did share vocal duties with chief song¬ 
writer Gore, who stepped into the limelight 
for Insight, the classic Home (both from 
1997’s Ultra album) and first encore Stran- 
gelove. 

The fans, including thousands standing 
in the lower arena, loved the inclusion of 
1983 hit Everything Counts and 1984’s 
Stripped. But it was the tracks from sem¬ 
inal 1990 album Violator and 93’s Songs 
of Faith and Devotion that really got the 
arena rocking with In Your Room, Walking 
in My Shoes, an extended version of Enjoy 
the Silence and final encore Personal Jesus, 
which got the whole arena roaring ‘reach 
out and touch faith’.

e start with a moment 
described perfectly 
accurately and 
unlasciviously on 
YouTube as this: Ruth 
Langsford rides Anton 

Du Beke. 

For those just back from a long holiday in Outer 
Mongolia, we’ll recap. At the start of the month, Strictly’s 
Anton Du Beke unexpectedly found himself pinned to 
the ground beneath the beautiful, perfectly-manicured 
Singapore-born presenter. And then she sort of wriggled 
a bit. And shimmied. Jeez. 

Anton laughs. No doubt he’s recounted that moment 
dozens of times, but he’s game again this morning. Was 
he horrified when the two of them went down? 

He laughs again. “No, I told Ruth it had been her best 
move.” 

There’s a pause. Then we both laugh. 

“It was one of those things. It was not her fault. 
Everything goes into slow motion when things like that 
happen. 

“You think: ‘I’ve got this, I’ll just adjust.’ Then it’s ‘Jesus, 

I don’t think I’ve got this. And you wait for the ground to 
arrive at your back side.’” 

Anton thought it was a hoot when it happened - and 
still does. 

“It was hilarious. It was one of the funniest moments 
ever on strictly. The crowd went mad.” 

We have more to talk about, however, like Anton’s 
forthcoming tour and his decision to try to emulate his Rat 
Pack heroes like Frank and Sammy D. 

Anton, TV’s most sartorial man, is The Entertainer. And 
in addition to tripping the light fantastic on Strictly, he’s 
been recording a debut album in the studio, From The 
Top. 


PASSION 

“I’m so excited to announce my debut album. It’s 
been a passion project of mine for years to be able to 
do something like this. 

“I hope people enjoy it. I’ve loved every second of 
it. There’s some old songs. Some new songs. And 
definitely some songs you can dance to.” 

It features classics like Putting On The Ritz, Fly Me To 
The Moon, Don’t Rain On My Parade and It’s The Most 
Wonderful Time Of The Year. 

It’s something he’d wanted to do forever, but took a 
while to bring together. 

“I’m never quite sure how one gets from Point A to 
Point B sometimes. The same was true when 
I was watching Fred Astaire when I was 
young, I wanted to be like him but I 
wasn’t sure of the path from a Church 
Hall in Kent to becoming Fred Astaire. 

And with music, I’ve never been 
sure how to get from the shower to 
singing Fly Me To The Moon in a 
studio with a great producer.” 

Anton worked on the record 
with Polydor and he was 
delighted with their support. 

“You just want someone to 
say to you: ‘Listen, it’s great, 
keep going.’ You get self 
conscious and you don’t really 
know whether it’s any good. 

But it’s been a wonderful 
experience. 

“It’s the music of my life. It’s 
music I loved growing up with and 
music I danced to. Being able to sing it and 
get others dancing is the greatest joy.” 

Anton grew up watching the greats. 

He was enchanted by Sammy Davis Jr, 

Dean Martin and Frank Sinatra as well as 
the wonderful arrangements by Nelson 
Riddle and Quincy Jones. He worked 
with a 36-piece orchestra on his album

to create new arrangements and the 
results are plain to see. 

Anton is habitually tied up during 
the run-in to Christmas, what, with 
Strictly an all. But he’ll be road testing 
some of the songs when he tours the 
UK from January to March. 

“I’ll be back on tour after the new 
year and I’ll be coming back to the 
Symphony Hall in Birmingham - I do 
that venue. I’ll be dancing and 
singing, as I normally do. But if 
anybody’s been to see me on 
tour, they know I sing 
a bit both on Strictly 
and on my own 
tours. 

“I keep saying 
this, I don’t want it to 
sound odd, but the 
sound of the album 
is incredible. It’s 
such a brilliant sound 
they put together in 
the studio.” 

The team who 
worked with Anton to 
produce his album blew 
him away. They were 
simultaneously supportive 
and honest, scrutinising 
everything he did to make 
sure he reached his potential. 
“I worked with a guy called 
Brian Rawlings, who has 
worked with the greats. He’s 
done projects with Andrea 
Boccelli, Cher, everyone. 
When I went to the studio, 
the walls were lined with 
platinum discs.”

So does Anton want to follow in those footsteps? Does 
he want to be lining his own walls with a bunch of silver, 
gold and platinum discs? You can bet he does. 

“I hope it goes absolutely massive, I hope I get a 
platinum disc and people say it’s incredible. But we’ll 
have to wait and see whether that actually happens, we’ll 
have to wait and see. I love it so much that I want other 
people to love it. 

“This type of big band music is still being done and 
has stood the test of time. We’ll have to wait and see in 
the future what still gets repeated in the same way from 
today’s era. The songs I’ve re-recorded are great in their 
own right. The hard bit for me was choosing what to leave 
out.” 

In the final analysis, making people happy is what The 
Entertainer is all about. And he plans to keep dancing for 
as long as possible. “For now, I still love dancing. Doing 
the paso doble and samba and ripping my trousers off 
- I live for those moments. Or dancing with Nadiya and 
doing a beautiful foxtrot while Seal is singing: those are 
the moments you live for.”

S ay what you like about the 
latest Bake Off - and there 
are those of us who still feel 
nostalgic for the BBC days despite 
having great respect for Channel 
4’s handling of the series - but the 
latest run was an unmitigated 
success. 

At 11 million viewers, the final 
was watched by the channel’s 
biggest audience in 32 years (the 
1985 drama A Woman of 
Substance pipped it to the post), 
and the second-biggest ever in 
Channel 4 history. It was still 
behind the Beeb’s 2016 final, 
which drew in 14.8 million, but let’s 
not split macarons here - after all, 
Prue Leith did give away the 
winner 12 hours before 
transmission... 

Anyway, the anchor which 
enabled the new cast-judge 
Leith, and hosts Sandi Toksvig and 
Noel Fielding - to merge almost 
seamlessly into the old format was 
Paul Hollywood, the blue-eyed 
baking pro who’s been with the 
show since series one. He’s 
become notorious for his strict 


judging style as well as the 
occasional praise he doles out to 
those (very few) deserving bakers 
-the “Hollywood Handshake” has 
become serious currency in Bake 
Off circles. 

The fact is, Hollywood knows his 
stuff. He began working at a 
bakery - his father’s - as a 
teenager, and went on to work as 
head baker at a number 
of prestigious hotels and 
restaurants throughout the UK and 
in Cyprus. This was all before he 
found fame. During this time, he’s 
learned a thing or two about 
baking. 

In this new series, he prepares to 
impart some of that knowledge - 
as well as, giving this series a 
rather unique twist, integrating 
some previously unseen footage 
from the Bake Off tent and even 
the auditions phase. This means 
it’s a must for any fans of the 
series, who are hungry for more 
helpings before the next series 
comes along. 

Noel and Sandi crop up, too, 
offering their inimitable insights, 


while Prue is also on hand to keep 
Paul in line. Think of it as a reunion, 
then - especially when previous 
contestants Val and Selasi turn up 
to challenge Paul to bake a 
pistachio and rose petal roulade. 
Which he does, of course, with 
customary panache. 

Other recipes - this is a 
baking show, after all - include 
Paul’s favourite pizza recipe: a 
courgette, lemon and thyme- 
topped bake, an unusual 
combination for which he gives 
credit to Venice. 

He also gets out and about, 
visiting the famous motor 
racing track Silverstone where he 
makes a childhood-favourite 
burger recipe for a barbecue 
held in the paddock, before 
heading back to the Bake 
Off tent with Prue, where he 
bakes a madeira celebration 
cake. He hands over the 
decoration of this particular 
confection to Noel and Sandi, who 
oblige with a “nude” meringue 
finish. Expect some risque puns 
about that, then.

The food 
was exquisite. 

We went for the six-course testing menu including 
matching wine. The options for the evening were the six 
courses, nine courses and also the Surprise Menu when 
you leave your dining experience in James’ hands. It is 
then a bespoke menu. 


Each course was expertly presented and a lovely 
touch was that the chefs including the man himself 
came to our table to run through the dishes. 

The six courses started with beetroot, feta and 
pine-nut; followed by venison with carrot, tarragon and 
mushroom and then langoustine with samphire and 
spices; guinea fowl with sweetcorn, truffle and potato. 
For dessert there was pear with cinnamon, flap-jack and 
hazelnut and apple with puff pastry, caramel and vanilla. 

After the meal, it was back to our hotel which is set on 
Cardiff Bay’s waterfront. 


Our rooms with balconies had views across the 
estuary and it was wonderful to watch the boats and 
yachts sailing by.

Sporty CX-3 from Mazda also practical family car 



The GT Sport offers a class-leading driving experience and with its added sporty looks will add to its appeal to the enthusiast

In a world which seems to have a surfeit 
of compact SUV-styled cars, daring to be 
different is the best way to survive. 

It was inevitable, really, that with so many 
models to choose from someone would go 
further than pumping up a hatchback - and the 
honours fall to Mazda with the introduction of a 
GT Sport model as the new flagship of its CX-3 
range. 

It adds sports trim and extra equipment to 
add further appeal to what is already one of 
best-handling cars in its class. And it comes 
with the most powerful engine options, too. 

The result is the sort of taut, rewarding drive 
you’d expect from a hot hatchback combined 
with the practicality, raised seating and good 
visibility - the criteria which has inspired the 
British motorists’ love affair with SUV looks, 
even though few go the whole hog and 
demand more expensive to run four wheel 
drive. 

Limited 

The demand for these cars continues to run 
well ahead of the market average, so Mazda’s 
decision to produce a stand-out flagship model 
is a sound one even though numbers will be 
limited to 500. 

The test car was a GT Sport powered by a 
2.0 litre, 120Ps petrol engine driving the front 
wheels via a six-speed gearbox (there is an 
auto option). 

While not the most powerful 2.0 litre around, 
it does have 204NM of torque and in a car 
this size that’s plenty for lively, real world 
performance without getting noisy or feeling 
strained. The 0 to 62mph is a fraction in a brisk 
nine seconds. 

That’s balanced by official (laboratory tested) 
average fuel consumption of 47.9mpg and 
137g.km of C02. 

Most drivers should be able to achieve 
something reasonably near that average: the 
test car return almost 40mpg on a 90-minute 
test run along mainly bendy country roads, 
with frequent gear changes, as I exploited its 
handling dynamics. 

That’s the CX-3’s winning formula: it’s not just 
a practical car it’s a fun car, too, with quick, 
accurate steering, roll-free cornering and 
excellent roadholding. It’s a ride deserving 
of the GT tag, while ironing out the bumps to 
cosset passengers. 

Like all CX-3s, the GT now has Mazda’s 


G-Vectoring Control, which optimses torque to 
each front wheel during cornering to produce 
a safer, more dynamic and more comfortable 
driving experience. The suspension and 
damping have also been tweaked. 

The electric power steering is nicely weighted 
to give driver feedback through the new 
steering wheel, with remote buttons for thumb/ 
finger operation of functions from audio to 
cruise control. 

Maxda is a driver-focussed brand, with its 
‘SKYACTIV’ technology not only producing 
highly efficient engines but also extending 
to the body and chassis. It concentrates on 
producing a lighter but stronger structure, 
aiding fuel economy while contributing to its 
sharp handling. 

Braking is effective, too, with ventilated discs 
all round. 

The test car was priced at £22,895 and came 
with premium features such as heated nappa 
leather seats, and a sporty aerodynamic kit 


including modest bumoer extensions, front 
side and rear airdam skirts with subtle silver 
inserts, and a black roof spoiler. 

It also comes with a premium Bose sound 
system, electric windows and mirrors, LED 
lights, automatic lights and wipers, climate 
control, cruise control and a central colour 
touchscreen to control audio, navigation and 
full connectivity functions 

It also came with a head-up display (showing 
speed and cirrent speed limit) which means the 
driver doesn’t need to look away from the road, 
and a reversing camera. 

It also distinguses itself with larger (18-inch) 
tyres with lower profile tyres. 

The CX-3s interior has gone up a grade 
across the road, with the flagship GT Sport 
representing the ultimate choice. 

The ambience is complemented by a 
quiter ride, with strategic placing of extra 
soundproofing material and new engine 
mounts. Even the GT’s low profile 215/50 tyres 


don’t transmit their road noise to the cabin. 
Although classified as a ‘compact’ SUV, the 
CX-3’s cabin is well designed for people, with 
head and legroom for five adults plus 350 litres 
of load space (1,260 litres with the rear seats 
folded). 

The CX-3 range starts from £17,795, with 
diesel versions powered by a torquey 105PS 
unit capable of more than 70mpg. There are 
four wheel drive versions with either the diesel 
or 2.0, 50Ps petrol power plants. 

The GT Sport offers a class-leading driving 
experience and with its added sporty looks 
will add to its appeal to the enthusiast. But it’s 
excellent dynamics and roadholding also make 
it a relaxing experience too, as such abilities 
are a primary safety feature (on top of the 
standard fitments such as multiple airbags and 
electronic safety aids). 

Plus its high seating position (for easier 
access and better visibilty) and spacious cabin 
make it a practical family car too. 


Golf R add-on 
makes car better 
for track duties 



Volkswagen’s ballistic Golf R is now 
available with even more shove, 
thanks to the availability of the new 
Performance Pack. 

The £2,300 upgrade package is 
available on both hatchback and estate 
versions of the Golf R that have been 
specified with VW’s seven-speed DSG 
gearbox. 

Enhancements include an improved 
R-Performance brake system, which 
saves 2kg over the standard brakes, 
while the regular Golf R’s 155mph top 
speed has also been derestricted - 
meaning the hatch can now hit 166mph, 
while the estate maxes out at 168mph. 

Also included are new 19-inch 
“Spielberg” alloy wheels, while the 
hatchback model also gains a new rear 
spoiler lip that increases downforce by 
20kg. 

Being introduced alongside the 
new Performance Pack is an optional 
titanium sports exhaust package from 
Akrapovic. This is available on both 
manual and automatic versions of the 
Golf R, and is priced at £2,975. 

With the Akrapovic exhaust system 
fitted, the Golf R gains round tailpipes as 
opposed to the standard oval ones. The 
valve control system is also adjusted to 
change as the driver switches between 
the car’s four driving modes - Eco, 
Normal, Sport and Race. 

Equipped with the Performance Pack, 
the Golf R hatchback is priced from 
£36,295, while the hatchback rises to 
£38,000. 


Isuzu reveals special Huntsman package for D-Max pick-up 



Isuzu has revealed the Huntsman Accessory 
Pack for its D-Max pick-up truck. 

The optional extra costs £5,995 and is 
targeted at hunters, in particular with its 
lockable, out-of-sight storage for firearms. 
There’s also extra bed space for dog boxes and 
other equipment. 

Only available for the Utah Double Cab, it also 
comes with a covered bed, aluminium under 
guard and rear differential protector, and a 
protective mat set. 

Styling changes come in the form of 18-inch 
black alloy wheels with Pirelli all-terrain tyres 
and de-chroming of parts such as the wing 
mirrors and door handles, which are now black. 

The 1.9-litre diesel engine can be specified 
with either the manual or automatic gearbox, 


with three paint options of green, black and 
grey. 

For an extra £1,000, buyers can option the 
Huntsman Plus Pack, which adds a Pedders 
off-road suspension kit. Customers can also 
choose from various optional extras, including 
bespoke Huntsman leather upholstery and a 
selection of dog boxes.

Sporty touches but a family lugger 



The car looks neat and modern and does its job well in transporting a growing family

Years before Peugeot bought Vauxhall 
earlier this year the two companies had 
been working together behind the scenes - 
on the car you’re now looking at, for one. 

Or looking at if you had X-ray eyes. For the 
new Vauxhall Grandland X appears nothing 
like Peugeot’s recent 3008 but beneath their 
unalike metalwork is more or less the same 
car. 

Same platform (the really expensive bit to 
design), same engines and same factory 
-they’re both built in France. Starting from 
pretty well the same price too; £22,495 
Peugeot plays £22,310 Vauxhall. 

Booming 

So why would Vauxhall bother? Well, the 
SUV market has gone daft for new models in 
recent years and the Grandland X is predicted 
to be the company’s second biggest seller to 
private buyers, behind only the Corsa. 

With a recent downturn in new car sales 
only one area is still booming. Yes, you’ve 
guessed; it’s the medium-sized SUV market 
where the Grandland X now appears. 

As well as taking on the sister-under-the-skin 
Peugeot 3008 the Grandland X is up against 
the formidable Nissan Qashqai, the biggest 
seller by far and confidently expected to stay 
that way, even by its competitors. 

So what strengths does Vauxhall bring to 
the mid-sized SUV party? Well, it’s clear how 
Vauxhall wants us to view its new baby, with 
so many uses of the word ‘sporty’ in the press 
presentation you soon lost count. 

Oh, and the creases on the side let you feel 
‘speed and acceleration’, according to its

designer. And the front is upright and proud. 
Don’t you just love designer-speak. 

Judge for yourself, of course, but you 
might agree the end result is a car that looks 
neat and modern and hides quite nicely its 
purpose in life, to transport a growing family 
and their luggage in some comfort and at not 
too high a price. 

Talking prices, the Grandland X starts with 
Tech Line trim from the already mentioned 
£22,310, with 1.2 litre 128 bhp petrol engine, 
moves through SE (£22,485) and Sport Nav 
(£24,595) to the ultimate version, Elite Nav 
which starts at £26,660. 

Engine choices are currently limited to the 
1.2 litre petrol and a 1.6 litre with the same 
bhp but much more pulling power, as is the 
way with diesels. Automatic transmissions are 
optional with either. 

Vauxhall thinks most buyers will take the 
petrol route, where they’ll find a willing power 
unit that takes the Grandland X to 117mph and 
to 62mph in 11.1 seconds, while returning an 


official 52.3mpg and 124g/km in the official 
tests. 

Take a dearer diesel and those figures are 
117mph and 11.8 seconds-much the same 
as the petrol model, but with much better 
promised economy at 70.6mpg average and 
less pollution too, with 104g/km. 

Whichever engine you choose there’s quite 
a bit of car to pull along, measuring 4,477mm 
long. A benefit is a boot that takes 514 litres 
with the rear seats in place and a more than 
useful 1,652 with them folded. 


But you must open a door and slip behind 
the wheel to discover the biggest difference 
between the Peugeot and Vauxhall approach 
to family motoring with dashboards that show 
divergent design philosophies. 

Where the Peugeot is an exercise in button 
denying modernity the Grandland X looks 
more conventionally smart, with less pressing 
of fingers on screens and more physical 
contact with switches. 

And all the better for it, I’d say, as you 
try to adjust the radio to knock the cabin 


temperature down a degree or two. Out on 
the road the Grandland X feels anything but 
sporty, the petrol engine doing its best and 
staying quietly in the background but a long 
way from inspiring you to take the long way 
home. 

Should you encounter slippery roads on the 
way there’s an option of IntelliGrip traction 
control that does its best to mimic four-wheel 
drive by managing the power going to the 
front wheels; there won’t be a 4x4 because the 
customers don’t want it, says Vauxhall. 
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Countryman is capturing followers

If you are old enough to remember the 
arrival of the original Mini you probably 
detest the new-look Countryman but a new 
generation of buyers is snapping up the 
latest model. 

The iconic Mini brand captured the hearts 
of millions but there was always a hint of 
controversy when a Countryman version was 
introduced. After all that wasn’t what the Mini 
was all about 

Fuel rationing after the Suez crisis prompted 
the arrival of small cars such as Morris Mini 
Minor and Austin Seven in 1959. It was 1961 
before it became Austin Mini and 1969 before 
Mini became a stand-alone brand - the very 
year I bought my first vehicle, a second-hand 
Mini Van. 

Mini broke the motoring mould with a 
transverse-engine, front wheel drive layout 
and incredibly compact dimensions. It 
revolutionised the small car market and 
became the best-selling British car in history. 

We simply loved the Mini brand, but all 
good things come to an end and by 2000 
the affair was over and production stopped. 
That was until BMW relaunched in 2001 with 
larger dimensions and a controversial pallet of 
personalisation options. 

It may not have met with universal approval 
from original Mini lovers but the new model 
has attracted a generation of new buyers 
with BMW chasing a leading place in the SUV 
sector where Nissan Qashqai and SEAT Ateca 
rule the roost. 

The line-up of petrol and diesel engines is 
shared with the rest of the Mini range, and 


most models of the Countryman are available 
with four-wheel drive and an automatic 
gearbox. Now there’s even a plug-in hybrid 
version available and all- electric on the 
horizon. 

As someone who drove Mini as a company 
car for many years I was a sceptic until I got 
behind the wheel of the Countryman but have 
to say I was quickly won over. The new model 
is obviously bigger but it’s also a lot more 
expensive. 

Extras 

The F60 Cooper D AII4 Countryman on 
test was priced at £26,655 but a raft of extras 
pushed that up to £35,740 - slightly more than 
the £85 I parted with back in 1969. 

Those extras included the media pack with 
navigation and Connected, Bluetooth, 18-inch 
alloys, leather steering wheel, heated seats, 
automatic air conditioning, LED foglights, a 
larger fuel tank, run flat tyres, electric door 
mirrors, powered boot lid, chrom interior and 
sun protection glass. 

You also have to pay extra for roof lining, 
picnic bench and the sliding rear seat bench. 

One of the neatest features is the protective 
padded covering which drops down when 
you use the boot - perfect for stopping those 
annoying scratches caused by cases or the 
golf bag. 

The Countryman really is a practical family 
car with all the benefits of BMW quality inside 
a stunning cabin where things really have 
moved up a significant notch. 

All cars apart from the hybrid come with a 
six-speed manual gearbox as standard, with 
the option of adding an auto box for extra cost

Wider tracking on this car helps improve 
handling and the AII4 is as sure-footed as 
any Mini I have ever driven with a choice of 
driving modes ensuring an option to suit all 
driver needs. The ride was a bit harder than 


expected but motorway cruising proved a 
real joy. This Countryman could well be the 
most controversial model to wear the famous 
badge but it’s finding a whole new group of 
enthusiastic followers.

There’s a more European set-up in terms of suspension, steering and handling

Driving a Kia in Korea is a sure-fire way to fit in with 
the thousands of drivers rushing in and out of Seoul 
every day, as the vast majority show great brand 
loyalty by driving home-grown vehicles. 

Many commuters favour the Kia Ray - a boxy little 
commuter special made solely for the Korean market. 

At the other end of the spectrum is the flagship Sorento 
SUV which puts Kia into the premium sector alongside 
the likes of the Audi Q5 and the Volvo XC60. 

First introduced here in 2002, it does not have a huge 
road presence in the UK but is, nevertheless, always on 
the verge of breaking into the big time. A quality seven- 
seater, all-wheel-drive with a 2,500kg towing capacity, it 
is well able to hold its own among the Volvos and Land 
Rovers on the school run and rural rough stuff. 

It has gone through a few incarnations over the years 
with the third-generation model being added in 2014. 
Each time sales have far exceeded expectations . 

The new Sorento is what is called a ‘product 
enhancement model’. It is based on the 2014 version 
but with a host of changes. 

As with all Kias, its production has been overseen 
by two key players. Designer and president, Peter 
Schreyer, joined Kia in 2006 from Audi where he was 
responsible for the sleek and instantly recognisable

Audi TT, among other vehicles. His designs have 
established a Kia family look and a more European 
appeal. Engineering expert, Albert Biermann, who 
joined the company from BMW in 2015, has added a 
more European set-up in terms of suspension, steering, 
and handling. 

The net result is a well put together, good looking, 
stylish SUV with new grille, bumpers, lighting clusters 
and alloys, a spacious, comfortable interior, uncluttered 
dash and flexible seating which offers plenty of space 
for seven average sized occupants. Six-footers may 
struggle to get comfortable in the rearmost seats which 
pull out from the floor. 

The excellent sat nav displayed on an eight-inch 
screen has clear maps and all the information required. 
It will only confound if set to Korean as this includes a 
warning baby squeak should you attempt to sneak over 
the designation speed limit. Given that UK vehicles will 
all give directions in English, the way forward should be 
clear and squeak free. 

In keeping with other premium brands, Kia has 
incorporated hi-tech connectivity into the system so 
that full smartphone integration is achieved via Apple 
CarPlay and Android Auto with a wireless smartphone 
charger for charging while on the move. 

Engine and transmission options are very 
straightforward - a 2.2litre diesel engine, married to 
either a six-speed manual transmission or an ultra¬ 
smooth eight-speed automatic which offers a choice of 
driving modes - Eco, Comfort, Sport and Smart - which 
drivers can select to suit their driving style and the 
conditions. Sorting out which is best for you is a matter 
of trial and error as changes to the steering response 
and power input are very subtle. 

The real changes come with the new technologies 
which Kia has bunched together under its Drive Wise 
driver assistance package and include driver attention 
warning, which alerts the driver when he or she shows 
signs of drowsiness, plus lane keep assist and full LED 
headlamps with dynamic bending lights. 

The 2018 Sorento, Mark 3:1 will be offered with trims 
KX 1, 2, plus the sporty GT Line and GT Line S replacing 
3 and 4. The GT versions will inevitably up the ante 
both in price and aesthetics, adding LED fog lights, 
red brake callipers, a more prominent sill step and dual 
chrome exhaust. Inside, classy leather quilted seat 
and embroidered GT Line emblems together with satin 
chrome highlights add to the premium feel. 

The new Sorento is due in the UK towards the end 
of this year. Pricing is expected to be in the £30,000 to 
£40,000 bracket if previous levels are anything to go by.

FORMER Walsall manager and Villa cap¬ 
tain Chris Nicholl has said he no longer 
remembers where he lives - due to brain 
damage caused by years of heading foot¬ 
balls. 

The 71-year-old, who still lives in the West 
Midlands, has said his condition is continuing to 
get worse. The Northern Ireland international 
won two League Cups with Villa in the 1970s, fa¬ 
mously netting a long-range stunner in the 1977 
final against Everton. 

After he retired from playing, Nicholl led Walsall to 
promotion from Division Three in 1995 during a three- 
year stint as manager. 

He spoke to former England striker Alan Shearer as 
part of a BBC documentary investigating links between 
dementia and heading footballs. 

Nicholl said: “I am brain-damaged from heading 
footballs. My memory is in trouble. Everyone forgets 
regular things, where your keys are. 

“But when you forget where you live, that’s differ¬ 
ent. I’ve had that for the last four or five years, it is 
definitely getting worse. It bothers me.” 

Degenerative 

Nicholl is among a string of former pros - including 
Albion legend Jeff Astle - to have been struck down 
after their playing days have ended. 

Astle died in 2002 aged just 59 from chronic trau¬ 
matic encephalopathy (CTE), a degenerative brain 
disease caused by heading. His family have been cam¬ 
paigning for years to get the Football Association and 
FIFA to conduct research into heading. 

Shearer, who made his top-flight debut as a teenager 
under Nicholl at Southampton, said: “It was tough to 
see the way Chris is now, because he gave me my debut. 

“He had me heading 100 or 150 balls a day to im¬ 
prove, but he did it for the right reasons.” 

Shearer, 47, had scans and tests to examine how 
heading the ball affected him, amid fears he has sus¬ 
tained long-term damage. 

The results were revealed on the show, Alan Shearer, 
Dementia, Football and Me, which was first shown on

pundit said: “Nowhere near enough research has 
been done. The authorities have been very reluctant 
to find out any answers. They have swept it under the 
carpet, which is not good enough.” 

Experts suspected heading footballs may cause 


brain damage and dementia for decades but a firm 
link was not made until the inquest into Astle’s 
death. 

A coroner found he died from a form of dementia 
called CTE, known as boxer’s brain, caused by head¬ 
ing footballs. 

In the 15 years since, neither the Football Associ¬ 
ation nor international body FIFA have funded any 
meaningful research into the dangers of heading foot¬ 
balls. FA medical director Charlotte Cowie said the 
FA were looking to study former professional foot¬ 
ballers to get results as quickly as possible.”
